Arguments, presented on 6/1 1/2008 has been fiiUy considered and found to be persuasive. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-6, 8-12, 15 and 3 1-41 are allowed over the prior art of record. 
Examiner's Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: 

Regarding claim 1, the prior art of record neither shows nor suggests a carbon nanotube device 
comprising all the limitations set forth in claim 1, particularly comprising a substrate including 
an aperture extending from a front surface to a back surface of the substrate, with the aperture 
open only at the front and back siirface, at least one pair of electrically conducting contact pads 
disposed on a selected one of the fi'ont and back substrate surfaces with the conducting contact 
pads in a given pair of pads being separated from each other by the aperture and a carbon 
nanotube catalyst region disposed on top of each of the contact pads in alignment with an edge of 
the aperture and exposed at the selected substrate surface, together with other cited limitations.

Claims 2-6, 8-12, 15 and 31-41 are allowed for the same reason as claim 1, for their dependency 
from claim 1.
